Madam,  and  Gentlemen  , 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  District,  and  the  work  of 
the  Health  Department  for  tne  year  1  961  • 


19b1  was  census  year.  The  population  of  the 
Urban  District  was  found  to  be  13?000,  which  was  870  more 
than  the  estimated  population  for  the  preceding  year, 
(estimated  i960  -  12,130) 

There  were  314  live  births  and  113  deaths  giving  a 
natural  increase  of  201  .  When  this  figure  is  compared  with 
the  natural  increase  in  1951?  (which  was  32),  it  will  be 
seen  at  once  that  Rugeley  is  a  vigorously  expanding  community-. 
Not  only  is  the  natural  increase  high,  but  the  population  has 
been  increased  still  further  during  the  year  by  669  incoming 
persons . 

The  live  birth  rate  was  25o15?  the  highest  figure  for 
the  last  decade,  and  well  above  the  National  average  rate  of 
17.4  pen  thousando 

The  still  birth  rate  was  21  .4?  and  can  be  regarded  as 
satisfactory.  It  is  low  for  an  industrial  community,  and  is 
indeed  the  same  as  the  National  average. 

A  Nation  wide  enquiry  into  the  causes  of  still  births  was 
begun  in  1961.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  enquiry  will  throw 
light  on  a  difficult  subject. 

Nine  infants  died  during  the  year,  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  27»52  per  thousand  live  births. 

(National  figure  21 .4) •  It  is  much  the  same  as  last  yearfs 
figure,  and  represents  a  considerable  improvement  on  the 
average  over  the  last  ten  years. 

More  than  half  the  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity. 

All  these  (5)  premature  infants  died  in  the  first  week. 

Indeed  some  survived  only  a  few  hours. 

Consideration  of  the  birth  weights  shows  that  some  of  these 
were  very  premature . 

Other  causes  of  infant  deaths  were  far  less  common. 

One  was  from  congenital  deformity,  one  from  renal  failure, 
one  from  atelectasis,  and  one  from  inter  cranial  haemorrhage. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  for  the  sixth  year  in 
succession. 


There  were  113  deaths  in  Rugeley  in  1961, 
giving  an  actual  death  rate  of  8.69?  which,  when  multiplied 
by  the  comparability  factor  of  1 .43?  gives  a  comparative 
death  rate  of  12.42.  (National  rate  -  12.0.) 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  vessels  accounted  for  45«13$ 
(51  cases)  of  the  deaths.  Nearly  all  were  subjects  of 
advanced  age. 

Cancer  deaths  were  22.92/o  (26  cases)  of  the  total. 

Next  in  order  of  frequency  were  bronchitis,  3*53/c  (4  cases), 
congenital  malformations,  3-53/6  (4  cases),  and  pneumonia 
and  accidentents,  both  1.77/  (2  cases)

202  cases  occurred  -  the  highest  figure  ever  recorded  in  the 
Distric  t • 

It  is  to  he  hoped  that  the  new  measles  vaccine  can  he 
developed  to  a  point  at  which  it  could  offer  a  useful 
contrihution  to  the  control  of  this  widespread  and  distressing 
disease  . 

fifteen  cases  of  whooping  cough  occurred?  mostly  in  the 
spring  and  summer  months . 

hone  of  the  children  notified  as  suffering  from  whooping  cough 
had  "been  immunised  against  the  disease 0 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  1961.  535  children 

were  immunised  (388  in  i960). 

This  improvement  is  the  more  remarkable  in  vi ew  of  the 
pre  occupation  of  the  Public  with  poliomyelitis  immunisation. 

A  special  poliomyelitis  immunisation  campaign  was  held  in  the 
district?  when  about  one  quarter  of  the  total  population  was 
immunised  against  the  disease?  mostly?  of  course?  young  people. 
One  case  of  poliomylitis  occurred. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  or  dysentery 
in  1  961  . 

One  nev;  case  of  tuberculosis  (non  pulmonary)  v^as  notified 
during  the  year.  There  were  five  transfers  in  and  no  transfers 
out.  The  number  of  cases  on  our  Tuberculosis  register  was 
consequently  increased  from  60  to  66. 


Analysis  of  water  samples  taken  from  various 
points  in  the  district  yielded  entirely  satisfactory  results. 


During  the  year  19/  dwelling  houses  were  erected.
